City's Victim Witness 
program lets people 
know they're not alone

You've witnessed a crime. 

You've been the victim of a 
crime. 

You're frightened. 

Maybe you've been injured. 

Where can you go for help? 

You may even wonder if there's 
any help available to you that isn't 
going to cost you more, psy- 
cholocially or monetarily, than 
you've already lost or spent? 



Help is there. And chances are it 
found you before you knew where 
to look for it. 

The Victim Witness Assistance 
Program, with independent offices 
in Portsmouth, Chesapeake and 
Virginia Bea;h, ensures that recov- 
ering from being a witness to or 
victim of a crime will be a healing 
process and not something to be 
endured. 

"People must know that they're 
not alone when something as trau- 
matizing as being a crime victim or 
witness occurs happens to them," 
said alfrye Ingram, assistant director 
of the VWAP in Ptntsmouth.

Illiteracy a handicap 
many can overcome 



Frustrations abound 
for those unable 
to read and write

Imagine being faced with such a 
scramble of letters. Attempting to 
make sense of what they're trying 
to tell you is an impossible and 
frustrating task if you don't read or 
understand the language. Imagine 
you "are one of the more than 
1 13,000 women and men in South 
Hampton Roads who caniKX read or 
write English. Can you unscramble 
what seems to make no sense? 

Important strides to lower the 
number of functionally illiterate 
adults in Chesapeake, Portsmouth, 
Virginia Beach and Norfolk is the 
primary task of more than two hun- 
dred volunteers of the Tidewater 
Virginia Literacy Council, a United 
Way agency. TTie Council's office 
is located in the Red Cro^ Building 
on London Boulevard in Olde 
Towne Portsmouth. 

According to Lisa Crewe, direc- 
tor of public relations for the 
TVLC and a VISTA volunteer, the 
mission of the local non-profit or- 
ganization is to provide tutoring, 
assistance and support fw non- 
readers to develop help them their 
maximum reading skills. 



"Criteria which determines 
whether an individual is illiterate is 
based on their reading level. Either 
the person cannot read anything at 
all or reads, at best, on a first grade 
level," Crewe explained. 

"Many of the women and men 
who come to us h»ve.pediaps 
teamed to sign their names and 
maybe recognize numbers. But for 
the most part they fake their way 
everyday to avoid situations where 
reading is necessary. They also have 
enablers, persons in their lives who 
have helped them compensate for 
their inability to read," Crewe said. 

Enablers, often spouses, accord- 
ing to Crewe, protect the non- 
reacter in much the same way co-de- 
pendents protect alcohol or drug 
abusers. "They make excuses and 
rationalize why that important 
someone can't read," Crew said. 

"Jdb applications, for example, 
are filled out by the enabler, and, 
ironically, even if hired, employers 
often make it easy on their new il- 
literate employee to continue hiding 
their handicap by not placing any 
pressure on the individual to learn 
even the most basic reading skill. 

The employment situation, a 
kind of denial of a problem, is be- 
ing addressed in Chesapeake, how- 
ever, in a literacy program partially 
funded by a grant from that city's 
Friends (tf the Library. 

Laura Kierstead, a retired 
Chesapeake wd Potomac Tel^one 
Company executive and certified 
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vulnerable and angry. So the 
sooner assistance is mjide available 
to them, the sooner they're recovery 
begins."

Program in fiscal 1992, according 
to figures supplied by Ingram. 

Compensation funds covering a 
myriwl of services including medi- 
cal and psychological therapies, 



loss of pay, funeral expenses, travel 

costs and child care totalled in ex- 
cess of one and one-half million 
dollars for the same time period. 

Additionally, rearly 2,000 cases 
received restitution funds of more 
than four hundred thousand dollars. 

In addition to the financial and 
social services provided to victims 
and witnesses of crimb, these per- 
sons are critical to the smooth flow 
of the judicial process and in seeing 
that those responsible for the 
crimes committed have their cases 
adjudicated as quickly and fairly as 
possible.

TVLC Uitor, explained how it will 
work. 

"It's estimated that by the year 
2000, there will be no jobs avail- 
able for anyone who cannot read, 
not even the most menial and low- 
skilled positions. 

"And employers are becoming in- 
creasingly concerned that as jobs are 
more and more electronically and 
computer oriented non-readers will 
Hnd themselves unable to handle 
increasingly sophisticated machin- 
ery and equipment and will find 
these employees squeezed out of the 
job market," Kierstead said. 

"Literacy in the Workplace is be- 
ing initiated here to provide tauxi^ 
ing at the workplace to those work-' 
ers who can best benefit from a 
learning to read program which will 
raise their basic skills to a level 
where they will be able to access 
eomputers, use typewriters and 
adding machines. 

"These are intended to be v«y ba- 
sic skills for these workers to ac- 
quire, but the benefits to the em- 
ployee and the employer are limit- 
less," explained Kiersted. 

"The employer will receive in- 
creased worker productivity and the 
employee will experience an in- 
crease in job responsibility and self- 
esteem." . • • ' 

ITie TVLC is working now to 
enlist interested firms in providing 
time and space for the Literacy 
Woriq}lace project 

Statistics provided by Crewe 
show that lliterate adults generally 
earn 42 percent less in life-time 
earnings that the average high 
schod graduate. 

"There's also an increased risk of 
job-related injuries because a worker 
is imable to read a safety or ma- 
chinoy manual, " Crewe added. 

Besides the obvious advantages a 
reader has over a non-reader in the 
job market, there are other motiva- 
tors {(s an individuals have in en- 
roling in the Council's reading pro- 
gram? 

Kierstad and Crewe were both 
quick to point out that something 
as ordinary as trying to find the 
right exit ramp on the interstate 



highway system can be a frighten- 
ing experience if those big green 
and silver signs kwk like tomes us- 
ing the Klingon alphabet. 

"Fear can be a motivatw," Crewe 
said. 

"Also, it isn't a requirement of 
the DivisicMi of Motor Vehicles that 
a po^n knows how to teai in order 
to receive a valid driver's license in 
Virginia. The DMV offers oral ex- 
ams for non-readers," Kiostad said. 

"And there are the every-day 
things most of us take for granted- 
which involve reading. 

Reading a inescription medicine 
bottle, for example, or knowing 
which bus to catch or. how to rec- 
ognize the men's roomfrom the 
women's restroom," Kierstad con- 
tinued. 

"These are survival skills." 

The typical illiterate woman or 
man in Hampton Roadsfits no par- 
ticular description. Although the 
Council provides tutors for those 
18 years of age and older, no dis- 
tinctions can be made between die 
number of women and men who 
participate-- their numbo^ are about 
SO/SO - or along racial or socio- 
economic lines or even locale. The 
cities of Chesapeake, Portsmouth, 
Virginia Beach and Norfolk each 
average between SO and 75 students. 

"We have one lady, 76 years old, 
probably oar'ddest student," Crewe 
said, "who wants tmly to be able to 
read her bible. And there are a lot 
of men, grandfathers who missed 
out reading to their own children 
but who now want to be able to 
read bedtime stories to their grand- 
children. Reasons for learning to 
read are as varied as the number of 
students." 

Since the Literacy Council was 
organized in 1969 more than 3000 
women and men have been tutored, 
reaching various levels of reading 
ability. Volunteers number the 
same. 

"Volunteos are the heart and soul 
of our program," said VISTA vol- 
unte^ Crewe. 

Although volunteer tutors need 
not have any prior teaching experi- 
ence and the only [u^requisite lo 
participate is a desire to help an- 
other invididuai to learn to read.

Thrasher added. "We try to make the 
entire jnoecess the least burdensome 
as possible." 

Thrasher also emphasized that 
victims and witnesses are under an 
obligation to make sure the crimi- 
nal justice system works in their 
&vor. 

"Unfortunately, there u« a few 
people who voice ctmcons and ex- 
press reluctance to becoming more 
involved than they already are. 

"People are inconvenienced by 
making repeated trips to court and 
may even feel some anger at having 
to repeat what they experienced or 
saw during the incictent ... even go- 
ing so far as to suspect that the 
' credibility of their testimony is be- 
ing queakaned. 

"But they are critical to the emire 
process. And the bottom line is 
that they are exercising a right af- 
fcvded diem bv their citizenship. 
EssmtiaUy, it's their duty lo pa- 
fom."

In 1976, the commonwealth at- 
um^y's office in PcHtsmouth, un- 
der the direction of Jack Cales, be- 
gan developing and implementing 
its own victim witness program. 

"Portsmouth's program was the 
first in the state," Ingram pointed 
out. 

There arQ currently 4S programs 
operating throughout the 
Commonwealth. Most are under 
the supervision of the common- 
wealth attcKiiey's office in each lo- 
cale. Ifowever, some ue anociiaed 
with police dq»rtments, shoiffs 
offices, one local go^mment, so- 
cial service bureaiB and three ftmc- 
tion as private, iKNi-profit groups.

(^nitments within their axnmon- 
wealth attorney's office, 
Chesapeake, under the direction of 
Joyce Walsh, tqierates out of d^

arson. They need help as quickly as 
possible and we try to respond to. 
their needs in that way," Walsh ex- 
plained. 

Major local funding for victim 
wimess programs is allocated to 
each city or county by the Indistrial 
Commission's Divison of Crime 
Victim Compensation of the State 
Department of Criminal Justice. 
Funds received by the states are 
[»ovi(ted by the U.S. Dqjartmrat of 
Justice which sets aside fines im- 
po^ in federal courts for victim 
witness compensation. 

(grating costs in each city and 
county is kept to a bare bones min- 
imum so that monies arc utilized to 
their best potential in providing 
services to victims and witnesses. 

"We all have small staffs but we 
receive a great deal of help and sup- 
pwt from voluntars and collegiate 
aitems," Thrash^ said. 

"We wouldn't survive without 
them...ihey're invalu^te."

volunteers must participate in a 12- 
hour training course using the 
Laubach Literacy International 
Reading Program. 

The' Laubach Way to Reading 
program has been developed spe- 
cially for adults with little or no 
reading ability and has been used ef- 
fectively according lo Crewe and 
Kierstad for more than SO years. 

"We try to make compatible 
matches between tutors and stu- 
dents. A male with a male, for ex- 
ample, or a young adult with 
someone of approximately the same 
age. We also consider where some- 
one lives and try and match tutors 
with students in the same city. 

"But before any matching is done 
both the volunteers and the students 
go through a screening process," 
Crewe explained. 

"The volunteers must demon- 
strate their commitment to the pro- 
gram by attending the workshops 
which cost $17, and includes teach- 
ing materials and a years' member- 
ship in the Literacy Council. 
Workshops are held every other 
month and the next training is 
scheduled for July. 

"The students are screened fa any 
visual impairments, usually dealing 
with word/letter perception, that 
they may have," Crewe said. As 
many as 70% of our students have- 
some sort of vision problem. And 
if one exists, we try and make an 
^propriaie referral for the studenL" 

Tutoring sessions are typically 
held in public locations like public 
libraries, churches or civic center 
buildings and are always one-on- 
one. They are not held in either the 
tutor's w student's home. 

"We recommend that the tutoring 
begin wiUi two 1- hour sessions per 
week > Most students remain in 
the program about four years. 

"By that time they've reached an 
approximate 5th grade reading 
level," according to Crewe.

The world knew 
of the slaughter 
of Jewish people 

It look the End of <he WW and * weD piMi- 
died radio lour of the Nia de«Ui campi by 
Edwird R. Murrow lo fiiMlly convince the 
world such campi exitled. The wond» is that 
it lock lo long. Evidence that Jewi were being 
slaughteied by the millioni had been abundant 
and overwhelming 
foryean. Thenewf 
did not jwl tridile 
out in the waning 
houn of ihe Nazi 
empire. Ilie fint 
flaughtertoakfdaoe 
in 1941, when abou 
half a million Jewi 
were killed by mo- 
bile Nazi murder 
uniu. In July, word 
of the deathi 
reached the Ameri- 
can Jewish Press 
andwasiepofledin 
Ihe New Yoifc city's 
Yiddish dailies. In 
October 1941. The 
New Yoik Times 
carried an article on 
the machine-gun- 
ning of thousands 
of Jews in Poland and the Ukraine. 

In the summer of 1942, a German industri- 
alist, at the risk of his life, leaked word to the 
Allies of Hitler's systematic plan to extermi- 
nate the Jews. 

In the months following, mass meetings 
were held in New York and several other cities 
to protest the Nazis' "final solution." One 
magazine published an article unequivocably 

Evidence of the holo- 
caust reported as 
early as 1941. But iF 
wasn't big news dur- 
ing wwu. 

entitled, "Murder of a People." The news of 
the Holocaust did not, however, make big 
news during the war. A historian who has 
made an exceptionally detailed study of the 
matter says that "the mass media treated the 
syslematicmurder of millions of Jews as though 
it were minor news." Even The New Yoik 
Times routinely published stories on the Holo- 
caust deep on the inside pages. 

It was on page 12 in four short column 
inches that Ihe Times reported the extermina- 
tion of 400.000 Hungarian Jews in 1944. The 
mistaken public impression that news of the 
Holocaust did not come until after the war is 
thus easily explained. It wasn't until after the 
war that the news made the front pages. Less 
understandable is why that was so. Perh^ 
genocide on such a scale was so unprecedented 
that journalists couldn't quite believe it was 
there. Putting the story on the back pages gave 
it less credence. 

Too, ihey may have remembered the stories 
of German atrocities in Worid War I that 
tumed out after the war to have been nothing 
more than war propaganda. No one likes to be 
ukenintwtiz. 

The prevailing belief that the American 
people would have tried to do something to 
slop the Holocaust and would have tried to 
save the Jews if ihe situation had been under- 
stood is possible, but doubtful. (Elie Wiesel: 
"Was Ihe free worid aware of what was going 
on? Surely not: Otherwise it would have done 
something to prevent such a massacie.") 

Govemment leaders did in fact know - and 
did nothing. They told Jewish groups that 
pressed for action that Ihe only way to save the 
Jews was lo win the war and that Ihey were 
doing that as quickly as possible. 

When Franklin D. Rooseveh was asked to 
bomb Auschwitz, the military said it couldn't 
spare the planes to do the job, even though 
bombers were hitting Urgets just 50 miles 
away. 

David Wyman, Ihe leading expert on the 
American response lo the Holocaust, says the 
govemment could have saved the Uves of 
hundreds of thousands of Jews without haim- 
ing Ihe war effort if it really wanted to. 

American leaden, particularly in the Sute 
Department, says Wyman, did not want to face 
the possibility ihat the Jews, if rescued, could 
end up in the United Sutes.

Initiative launched to study women's health 



Heart disease is the leading killer 
of women as well as men, but 
when Harvard scientists conducted 
their landmark resewch a few years 
ago on the value of aspirin in pre- 
venting heart disease, they excluded 
women from the study. 

Unfair? Many scientists of both 
sexes think so. But medicine has a 
long history of ignoring women, 
by either omitting them from clini- 
cal trials or devoting less funding to 
study diseases that largely affect 
women, such as (»tebporosis, ovar- 
ian cancer or eating disorders. 
Women were excluded £rom studies 
out of fear of possible harm to the 
reproductive system, and over con- 
cern that the hormonal changes 



women undergo wouM dcew the re- 
sults.. 

To help close the vast knowtedge 
gap between men's and women's 
health, the National Institutes of 
Health (NIH) - part of the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human 
Services (HHS) - has launched the 
largest-ever study of women's 
health issues. 

The $625 million study, called 
the Women's Health Initiative, will 
observe about 130,000 older 
women over the next 14 to IS 
years. The study will focus on the 
prevention of cancer, heart disease 
and osteoporosis - the leading 
causes of death, disability and 
frailty expenditures in post- 
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menci|)ausal women. 

"For a long time scientists have 
acted as if the differences between 
men and women are not important, 
that males are the normative stan- 
dard." says the NIH's flrst woman 
director. Dr. Bemadine Healy. "But 
there is a growing awareness that 
women's health needs are unique." 

The initiative has three major 
parts: 

• A clinical study of some 
60,000 women ages SO to 79, to 
lest the effects of a low-fat diet, 
hormone replacements and dietary 
supplements on the prevention of 
heart disease, breast and other can- 
cers and osteqxvosis. 

• A large-scale study of older 



women, of witfe ethnic and eco- 
iKHnic diversity, over time to cfe- 
termine bblogical predictors of dis- 



• A study of dozens of commu- 
nity-wide health and fltness pro-, 
grams to test their effectiveness on 
behavior nradification. 

Ifealy says the main questwn the 
massive study seeks to answer is: 
How can we keep women healthy 
as they age? 

Women tend to live longer than 
men, but without sound health 
those extra years aren't as fulfilling 
as they coiild be, HHS Secretary 
Louis Sullivan says.

These folks 
swore they ate like birds, (never 
mind that birds actually eat their 
own weight in a day). 

Now. it turns out, as more and 
more doctors have suspected over 
the years, that for some folks, 
counting calories is a lot like play- 



irjg golf on your own: One may not 
mean to fudge (sorry about that 
word!) the calculations, but it hap- 
pens. When people who claimed 
their bodies betrayed their earnest 
efforts to cut down food intake w«e 
asked to write down exactly what 
they put into their mouths in the 
course of a day. it was found that 
their total intake was much, much 
higher than they suspected. 

The chief culprit in gaining 
weight, or keeping excess weight 
on, is fat. There is so much hidden 
fat in foods that people may not be 
aware of how much they're ingest- 
ing. For example, trimming visible 
fat off meat is almost a futile ges- 
ture since most of the fat is in the 
tissue itself. Buying ground turkey 
can be a mixed blessing.

Favorable bond market saves city 
three quarters of a million dollars

Recent refunding of 
$156,080,000 of the city's debt at 
an interest rate of 5.075 percent 
will save the city $760,000 a year 
over the 1 8-year life of the Iwnds. 

Patricia Phillips, director of fi- 
nance.-Hsaid that the savings is 
$20O,0DD a year greater than is es- 
timated in the city's operating bud- 
get. 

Taking advantage of the favorable 
bond market the city also soki $20 
million in new debt at an interest 
rate of 5.24 percent for 20 years. At 
the request of Councilmember John 
D. Moss the resolution authorizing 
the sale of the $20 million bonds 
requires that changes in the Capital 
Improvement Program related to the 
bond projects be approved by city 



council. This is, money left over 
from one {^ject cannot be trans- 
ferred elsewhere in the capital bud- 
get without council's authorization. 

At present. Moss said, the money 
is "blended" in the capital Inidget, 
which is voted by council, but a 
vote on the transferred funds is not 
highlighted. 

John Melvin, a vice president of 
Goldman Sachs, the city's senior 
managing underwriting firm, said 
that the city, which as an AA bond 
rating, did an excellent job in 
preparing bond materials and re- ' 
ceived a price at the absolute low 
point-going back to 1976. 

Other underwriters involved in 
the sale are Payne Webber, Wheat 
Securities, Scott and Stringfellow, 
Davenport Company, Craigie and 
Lehman Brothers.

Many of the quilts and coverlets 
di^layed are part of the personal 
collection of Virginia Beach resi- 
dent Alex Vlllers. Villcrs, a fonner 
art teacher with the Hampton city 
schools and Hampton University, 
has made available many items 
from his collection to Upper 
Wolfsnare as part of a permanent 
di^lay. 

One of the more curious items in 
Villcrs collection is a black, deep 
red and brown, geometrically de- 
signed quilt bearing a smooth inch- 
a>d-a-half cut caused by the sabe <rf 
a Civil War Unbn officer who was 
searching tte be<hx)om of an embal- 
ttel I^nsylvania (arm house for his 
Confedoate foe. 

"He spfgstaUy thrust his swwd 
into the quilt thinking a rebel sol- 
dier w^ hiding under iu cover. 
The soidet wasn't there, and the 
quilt still bears its scar," Villers 
pointed out. 



The oldest item on dis- 
play, in red, brown and white, was 
a quilt dating from 1869, created by 
Mary Ann Munns of Madison 
County, Tennessee destined to be- 
come a family heirloom for her 
new-borne granddaughter. The 
quilt, typk^al f(x its time, was hand- 
dyed and features an acorn patten. 

"The brown color in the cloth 
was purple when the quilt was orig- 
inally made. But lead in the dye 
broke down over time and now 
brown is the dominant coI(M' in 
this and many of the older quilts," 
explained Ruth Akright, site man- 
ager at Upper W(dfsnare and hc^t of 
the quilt show. 

Anotha quilt whose pattern iden- 
tifies its date of origin is colored 
blue and white and features tightly 
constructed threaded outlines of 
wine glasses as its pr^tominate fml- 
teni. 

"These were popular during 
Prohibition, and along with the 
'drunkard's pitth', are excellsit ex- 
amples of Ik}w quilts are used to 
rKffltl a particular historical time or 
e%«nt," Akright pointed ouL 

"Each of tiKse. pieces is unique. 
Some recall events in a family's 
history. Others demonsu-ate the 



bonds of friendship which were 
melded together when individuals 
came together to create quilts and 
coveriets like these," she added. 

Another example of how a)ecial 
events were 'recorded' in the pat- 
terns of quilts during the 19th cen- 
tury are the Baltimore Album 
quilts. 

"These were very popular during 
the early and mid- 1800s. But for 
some reason ihey grew out of fash- 
ion after 1855," said Sarah Madson, 
one of the show's skilled demon- 
strators. 

"They originated either in the city 
of Baltimore or nearby areas. Each 
block of a Baltimore Album quilt 
was usually af^Iiqued by a different 
individual. ^

"While art quilting is a popular 
trend today, it's imp<»iant to view 
the older quilts as a kind of written 
history of women in the 19th and 
early 20th centuries. Some quilts 
can be 'read' and they give us a lot 
of information and some under- 
standing of who these women were 
and what their lives were like," 
Madson sakL 

The craft show also fea- 

liaed demcMistrations by accom- 
plidied spinners Eileen Barton and 
Patricia Rain, who, had they lived 
100 or more years ago, would have 
been out-of-place in the one-time 
male dominated field. And, ac«»d- 
ing to Bvtron and Renn, the pre- 
s»it-day coitinues to see mcxe male 
weavers and spinno^, especially in 
foreign cmintries. 

A curious change in language re- 
lated to gender is rooted in quilt- 
ing, the two w(»nen were quick to 
point out. 

"The term 'spinster' had a ccmi- 
pletely differrat meaning until this 
century," Renn said. "Among 
weaver, 'qnntters' were w(xn^ of 
valuable distinction - highly skilled 
and well-r^}Kted fw their handi- 
craft. Men were called spinneii.

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More comes 
with literacy 
than reading 

Reading is a gift many of us in the Virginia Beach 
community take for granted. If the gift is ours, it's as natural 
as breathing. But for the woman or man who is unable to 
decipher even the simplest traffic sign, business address or 
the words on a birthcky card, overcoming illiteracy is an 
obstacle often blocked by embarrassment and fear. 

It's uncommon to see a person sign their nanw in an awk- 
ward, hesitant and uncomfortable scroll. Maybe it*s more 
unusual to see an "X" where a written signature belongs. 
But for 10 percent of the million or so people in Hampton 
Roads, a written signature may be the only words they're 
able to read. 

Many of these adults function in society by cunning and 
wile and through the enabling of others, so say the experts 
who help the illiterate overcome their handicap. But for non- 
readers, their best bet to become like the rest of us, who are 
unphased by the words on restaurant menus, the church 
hymnal or the phone numbers in a telephone directory, is 
learning to read. 

Words, whether read or heard, can be un- 
derstood superficially. But are the words 
"listened** to. Probably not. Most women 
and men, engaged in reading or con^ersa- 
.tion, are busy with their own agenda - an 
agenda whose priority is communicating, 
in one-way foshion, their "two cents." 

Of course, literacy is no panacea for all that ails us. It 
doesn't promise success ... but it certainly doesn't guaran- 
tee failure. Probably most jail inmates can read on one level 
or another. The majority of those on unemployment lines can 
read, too. 

Literacy doesn't promise anything. It can't. Literacy is 
inanimate. It's the bearer of the gift of being able to read 
who gives literacy life. 

And it's taking that gift a step further, which puts a ribbon 
on the package. 

Reading is good . . . being literate is better. Even apes 
have "learned" to communicate with what we humans defme 
as a kind of language. Recall KoKo, the female lowland 
gorilla, ^fl's bedft'tlfii'flit to converse through more than 
l(k)tf'irp^crftrife?few -%6 America'n hand language of the 
deaf and mute. 

It seems the real issue is comprehending what is read. And 
that issue exists just as well with verbal communication. 

Words, whether read or heard, can be understood superfi- 
cially. But are the words "listened" to. Probably not. Most 
women and men, engaged in reading or conversation, are 
busy with their own agenda - an agenda whose priority is 
communicating, in one-way fashion, their "two cents." 

That might sound harsh and selfish. That's okay, because 
often a writer's or speaker's words are discounted by the 
reader or hearer. Unfortunately, people get short-changed 
when the chance to listen is lost 

Ever watch a television t|4k show? You're a rare bird if 
you haven't. Notice how the guests "communicate" with 
each other? Nobody actually "listens" to anyone. Except, of 
course, for the obligatory psychologist or psychiatrist who 
assesses and therapies the situation in quick fashion. 

That's what being literate is not about. Literacy is a "two- 
way" process of communication, be it reading or talking. 

It's a safe bet no one unable to read cares much about diis 
column. Perhaps someone will read it aloud, however, and 
both individuals will listen and learn. 

Illiteracy must be overcome. To live one's life unable to 
enjoy (or not enjoy) a Dickens' novel; to explore a candy 
cookbook; pick apart the knowledge found in a newspaper, 
or simply to have the assurance of understanding highway 
signs, goes beyond being an unfortunate omission in one's 
education. These are litde pieces of knowledge which help a 
person become a whole individual. 

There are only 26 letters in the English alphabet, yet the 
thousands of combination of words made fitjm this meager 
number is nothing shcBt of WOW! 

Help someone learn to read. Call the Tidewater Literacy 
Council and volunteer. Reading and listening ... no one can 
get enough of either one. — J.P.

revenue lo their nxMiasteries. 

"Here, in Colonial times, they 
would move from town to town or 
plantation to plantation doing con- 
tract work. One job flnished and 
they moved on," she continued. 

Bartron and Renn are 

skilled artisans practicing a craft 
dating back to the early Egyptians. 

Their skill at forming thread finom 
rough clumps of flax and wool has 
been honed finom thousands of hours 
spent at their spinning wheels. 

"Flax is a plant fiber and wool is 
an animal fiber and both go through 
verV different and somewhat com- 
pfflfeted processes to reach uniform- 
sized strings of thread." Barton said. 

Flax is a light tan, reed-like 
grass, topped with spindly leaves 
filled with seed pods. Once the 
crop is harvested in handful mea- 
sures, it is 'riffled' whoe most of 
the seeds are removed. Next, the 
stalks are 'writted' -- placed in water 
long enough to begin rotting. The 
flax is then allowed to dry. 

After drying, the outer shell of 
each thin stem is 'crKked,' fol- 
lowed by *scrutching' a process to 
further breakdown the outer shell. 

'Hackling' is the next step where 
th6 flax is roughly thrown and 
pulled through the spikes of a hack- 
ling board until the well-woiked 
product resembles long strands of

"No one knows how this process 
developed," Renn said. 

"It's hard to imagine how; the 
steps ever came about. Especially 
since it takes about a year from 
planting and harvesting to re^h the 
final product" 

Not all the flax which became 
soft, flexible thread was of superior 
quality. 

The residue, called 'low' that 
ended up on the floor under the 
hackling board was given to planta- 
tion slaves so they could spiog 
thread for their clothes. 

"The tow always had remnants of 
seeds and tiny pieces of husk at- 
tached to it. Cloth made from the 
tow was itchy and scratched bare 
skin. It also retained much more 
heat than the finely processed flax 
so it was almost unbearable to wear 
in summer," Bartron explained. 

CM>taining thread from the sheared 
wool of sheep is less complicated 
but still time consuming. 

The fresh^wool is washed care- 
fully and gently- dried and then 
caidcd . 

"The puipose of ceding," Bartron 
said, "is to fwm a 'rolag', where 
the dried wod is brushed rqieatedly 
in one direction." 

The result is the n^g or 'roll of 
air', a soft, elongated clump of 
white wool. The rolag is then at- 
tached to a string which has been 
finely tied to a piece of yam con- 



nected to the bobbin of the spin- 
ning wheel. 

Pulled through a tiny opening of 
a metal circular frame in front of 
the bobbin and hand-held by the 
q)iniKr. the wool is spun clockwise 
on the wheel by a saxony treadle. 

"Flax is spun counterclockwise," 
Bartron said, "another of the techni- 
cal differences in creating flax 
thread." 

Another technical difference be- 
tween flax and wool spinning and 
one which identifies the marital sta- 
tus of the spinner is the use of the 
distaff - a cone like apparatus at- 
tached to the front-left of the gin- 
ning wheel. 

"Wool is hand-held by the spin- 
ner while the raw flax is attached by 
a colored ribbon to the distaff. The 
color of the ribbon holding the flax 
was blue or green if the woman was 
married or pink or red if the spinner 
was unmarried." 

Many of the quilts and other 
items displayed at the craft show 
can be seen during spring and 
summer at Upper Wolfsnare. The 
historic building and grounds are 
available for group and individual 
tours as well as special events. To

In the field of 
Special Educa- 
tion, it is a time 
to begin consid- 
ering "least re- 
strictive"place- 
ment recommendations for the fol- 
lowing school year. 

Schools in Virginia Beach and 
around the country areexploring ways 
to educate special needs children in 
the regular classrooms rather than in 
segregated settings. A wealth of edu- 
cational research has shown advan- 
tages to the slow, average and gifted 
student when special students and all 
their available resources, are included 
in their daily life. There has also been 
several federal court cases that have 
supported the practice of considering 
special aides,aspecialciuriculum,or 
a behavior management program be- 
fore resuicting a child from a regular 
class setting. 

Tonight, May 12, an Academy 
Award-winning film, "Educating 
Peter," will premier on HBO. It is the 
story of a special needs student in 
Blacksburg, Virginia during his first 
year at a regular classroom. R}llow- 
ing are excerpts trom an article writ- 
ten by his teacher, Martha Ann 
Stallings (an NEA member). 

In some ways my first day of school 
in September, 1991, was much like 
the opening of any school yew, with 
the excitement of new beginnings and 
challenges. 

But tfus year was also to be unlike 
any other I'd known inmyWyearsof 
teaching. Peter, a student with 
Down's Syndrome, joined 20 other 
active third-graders in my commu- 
nity cf learners:' ' ■' 1" 
Peter' i ptu^Hts had detlded they 



wmuedfum to attend his home school 
where his three brothers and sister 
had gone. They wanted fum to be with 
children his own age in a general 
education classroom. At his previous 
school, he'd been mains^eamed in 
some classes - but not in any aca- 
demic subjects. 

From the little V d heard about full 
inclusions, I knew it could only suc- 
ceed with 100 perceiu commitment. 
Schoolempkywshavetobelievethtu 
all children can learn together, de- 
spite their tUversities. Parents must 
give their full si^port. Our school 
met these conditwns. 

As the school year began, prob- 
lems did show iqt-as we'd expected. 
Peter's behavior was our greatest 
chtdlenge. He wanted to be part of 
the classroom community, but he 
sometimes used physical fm'ce on his 
classmates to get attention and they 
found his behavior intimidating. It 
became obvious that we'd have to 
give the whole class ways to help 
Peter change his behavior. 

In peer planning sessions, led by 
the inclusion specialist, the children 
shared their concerns and ideas then 
helped draw up strategies to help 
Peter improve his behavior. Feeling 
very important in their peer roles, 
these third-graders drew on their 
-proNem-^lvingskilb and their com- 
mitment to what we were doing, along 
with their patience and compassiom 

An excellent teacher assistant 
worked with Peter and also with the 
other children as needed. She coop- 
eratedwith the inclusion specialist in 
adapting Peter's plans and helping 
include him in classroom lessons. 

Everyone involved collaborated 
closely, sharing teaching ideas, not 
only for Peter, but for all my third- 
graders. Because other teachers were 
reviewingmylessonplansin advance, 
therewastimefor discussion, needed 
changes, and exchange of ideas - all 
very exciting. 

The reasons our year was a suc- 
cess, I believe, was that we allowed 
ourselves to go through the rough 
times together and pulled together 
for each of Peter's hurdles. 

It thrills me to see the success 
Peter's having in his fourth grade 
class Ihisyear. His dedicatedteacher 
is working with him in positive ways 
and his independence is developing. 
He's making more and more friends, 
and they're benefiting from their ex- 
perience with him.

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Black marines save Brad's life 




Last week. Sgi. Brad Steel was in a 
Higgins boat waiting for an Amtrac 
to shuttle him c(nd Ids fellow marines 
to the raging irkulstrom on shore. 

Sqxember 15, 1944 at 8:32 on 
Friday morning is a day that Brad 
Steele will live and re-live for the rest 
ofhis life. That 
was the day that 
the 1st Marine 
Division ass- 
aulted {*eleliu's 
western bea- 
ches in what 
was "one of the 
bloodiest batt- 
les of the war." 
Before it was 
over, this small 
six-mile-long, 
two-mile-wide 
Island would 
cost the United 
States 1,794 
dead,and7.800 
wounded. 

Peleliu, one 
of the Palau 
Island's some 
SOO miles east 
of the Philip- 
pines, was 
known to hold 
10,200 first- 
class Japanese 
troops, some of 
the proud vet- 
erans of Man- 
churia. They 
"~"~'~'^'~~ had burrowed 
into the Coral Caves like rats and 
were prepared to fight to the death. 
And they did. 

As Brad's Amtrac neared the shore 
a murderous mortar barrage, which 
the Japs were laying down on the 
reef, was taking its toll Men were

being hit left and right. In the distance 
Brad could see the outline of the 
Umurbrogoe ridges just north of 
Peleliu'sairfield.ToBradan^thelst 
Marines they would isoon belcnown 
as "Bloody Nose Ridge." ' 

Before the battle for Peleliu was 
ovet eight medals of honor would be 
awarded to the marines. Six. were 
awarded to men who covered gre- 
nades with their bodies to save their 
comrades. Brad would be awarded 
the Navy cross and purple heart. His 
Amtrac was hit by a mortar shell and 
he was blown into the water. He felt 
a sharp pain his left leg and saw blood 
seq)ing through a ragged hole in his 
dungarees. 

It did not appear to be a bad wound 
and Brad did not have time to worry 
about it. His first priority was to get 
the hell off the beach and bokind 
some cover away from the bursting 
mortar shells and Jap snip^^. He saw 
what was left of a Sap zero that had 
been shot down earlier by one of the 
U.S . carrier planes and sought refuge 
behind the fuselage. He opened his 
pack and removed a bandage and 
sprinkled sulfur powder on it and 
wrapped it around his injured it around 
his injured leg, which had almost 
st0[q}ed bleeding. 

He kneW that a small piece of shrap- 
nel was embedded under the skin but 



he did not believe it to be too soious. 
He would have a medu tidce a loc4t at 
itomx the fighting had sloweddown. 
Brad wie Uiirsty and his canteen was 
empty. The water hadledKd out from 
a small shrapnel hole in his canteoi 
and he did not know it. ¥k saw one of 
the SS-gallon drums of water that had 
been floated ashcve from one of the 
ships. 

The drum had a spigot in it and 
Brad filled his canteen and took a 
drink. He retched as he took his first 
sip. The watCT had been put in im- 
properiy cleaned oil drums. The un- 
clean water caused a serious problem 
for the marines. Their tongues grew 
too swollen to talk or swallow. Brad 
was fortunate he found a canteen full 
of clean water that had been btown 
clear when its owner was hit by frag- 
ments of a mortar shell, killing him 
instantly. 

He hated that his com- 
rade had been killed but he was 
glad to get the water. As Brad took 
the canteen away from his mouth he 
saw a short, stocky, marine officer

running in his direction. "Get the hell 
off the beach son, you're gonna get 
your ass shot off out here." Br^ 
recognized the crusty old salt at once. 
He wasCol. Lewis B. "Chesty" Puller, 
who in Brad's opinion was the great- 
est marine that ever lived. 

The word "reu-eat" was not in 
Puller's vocabulary. Puller has been 
criticized by some of the top brass for 
always having more casualties than 
other officers of equal rank. He was 
nevertheless a marine's marine. His 
men would follow him to hell and 
back. Col. Puller warned Brad to 
watch out for mines. The Japanese 
had mined the beaches, sank under- 
water obstacles and dug huge anti- 
tank ditches. 

Brad and Puller ran to a pile of. 
coconut logs that had been knocked 
down by the heavy barrage of gunfue 
from the U.S. Navy ships offshore. 
Coconut logs were ideal for protec- 
tion from shrapnel and sniper frre; 
they were hard and difficult to pen- 
etrate. Brad and Puller stayed behutd 
the coconut logs long enough to catch 
a breath or two, and then Puller was 
o^running towards a group of fright- 
ened marines who were pinned down 
by sniper fire. That was the last Brad 
saw of Puller as he limped down the 
beach. 

The limp was from an old wound 
that he had received at Guadalcanal. 
He had been hit by shrapnel and his 
would was serious, but he refused 
medical attention until he was sure 
thatall ofhis men had been taken care 
of. Brad took Puller's advice and 
headed for the airstrip, hoping to fmd 
safety in one of the concrete build- 
ings there. 

Bloody Nose Ridge overiooked the 
airstrip and anyone moving around 
was an easy target for the Japanese 
snipers hidden in the Coral Caves of 
the ridge. There were hundreds of 
caves and before the fighting was 
ovo' many of the J^anese soldi«s 
committed suicide in them, or the 
marines blasted the enbances closed. 
In some instances, flamethrowers 



were used to incinerate the occup^tts 
while they were still alive. War was

months sIva the fighdng on Peleliu 
from the rotting bodies in the caves. 
Heroism was commonplace on 
Peleliu. A 19-year-oId PFC namwl 
Arthur J. Jackson charged a large 
J^anese pillbox, poured in automatic 
fire, hurled hand grenades and explo- 
sives and killed 35 Japanese soldiers. 
When it was over he had wiped out 1 2 
pillboxes and 50 Japanese. He re- 
ceived the medal of honor fa- his 
heroic efforts. 

As Brad sat behind a pillbox in the 
110-degree heat, looking at the 
shadeless coral ridges, he would have 
given anything to be back in Stublin 
in the cool drugstore working for old 
Doc Paxton even if he did try to cheat 
him out of his pay. In fact. Brad 
would woik for nothing right now. 
Brad felt relatively safe behind the 
pillbox, but that illusion was short- 
lived when a mortar shell exploded in 
front of the pillbox. 

The concussion kno- 
cked Brad out momentarily 
and when he came to he was in for a 
shock. He was aware that he was on 
a stretcher being carried to a first aid 
station by two black marines. At the

time the Marine Corps, and all 
branches of tite armed forces had a 
rigorously enforced policy of segre- 
gation. Whites and blacks went 
through different boot camps when 
they entered service and never trained 
or served in the same units in the 
States or overseas. 

Most black marines were assigned 
to so-called noncombatant, but la- 
bw-intensive, outfits whose {ninciple 
duties were to manhandle back-break- 
ing crates of ammunition and sup- 
plies. A few became cooks and bsk- 
ers and some served as mess auen- 
dants for generals. All black units 
were commanded by white officers. 
Because of the heavy casualties and 
the unceasing need for manpower on 
Peleliu, they brilliantly performed a 
different, and to mostof them,a wel- 
come and long-sought-role as com- 
bat marines in frontline action. The 
black marines of the 16th field depot 
distinguished themselves throughout 



the operation, serving as 
stretcherbearers (k carrying ammu- 
nition and sui^lies, and sometimes 
helping to man the outp(»ts. 

They worked under the heaviest 
fireandmostdifficultconditionswith 
ccxirage, patience and cheerfulness. 
All together, the black marines of the 
16th wrote a bright cha|Her of Peleliu 
in their races' contribution to die vic- 
torious history of the war. Brad did 
not care what color they w»e. He 
was thankful that tiiey were diere. At 
the fu^taid station Brad's new found 
friends dropped him off and then 
went loddng for other casualties. 

The medics at the fu^t aid station 
did not fuid anything soious. Brad's 
old wound had started to bleed a little 
and the medics cleaned and wrapped 
it and released him to duty. He had a 
slight headache for a few hours, but 
was diankful diat he was not seri- 
ously injured. As Brad walked back 
toward theairsuip he wasi^proached 
by a baby-faced 2nd lieutenant who 
asked him to return to die beach widi 
him to see if diey could help some 
marines that were still pinned down 
by Japanese mortar and sniper fu-e. 

As diey ai^roxhed die beach diey 
could see the sull-flaming and smol- 
dering wreckageof vehicles and float-

ing combat gear. Bodies bobbedslug- 
gishly in die shallow water. Brad had 
never seen anydiing like it in his life. 
Guadalcanal was nodiing like diis, he 
diought Brad and the 2nd lieutenant 
noticed six Japanese soldiers push- 
ing an old cannon toward die beach. 
He emptied his M-1 into die group 
and saw diree godown. die lieutenant 
finished off die other three widi his 
carbine. 

As Brad approached the pile of 
Japanese soldiers he found diat one 
of them was still breathing. He 
plunged his bayonet into die chest of 
die wounded man and held it diere 
until he was sure Uiat he was dead. 
Brad noticed diat die pack of die 
soldier diat he had just killed had 
flqjped open and a picuu« h^ slipped 
out on to die sand. The picture was of 
a pretty young J^anese woman hold- 
ing a small child. It was at diat mo- 
ment diat Brad realized diat die en- 
emy were human after all. He placed 
the picture in the outstretched hand 
of the dead Japanese soldier. 

Aldiough it was a standing order to 
always get off die beach as quickly as 
possible, many of die young marines 
seemed confused and in shock. Brad 
and die lieutenant, began shouting at 
them to get off die beach now or they 
would shoot diem Uiemselves. The 
shockof diat direatbroughtdie fright- 
ened marines b^k to reality and they 
started moving slowly off die beach 
toward die airstrip where there was 
more cover. 

Brad understood their fear. The 
beach was being hit by heavy small 
arms fu-e, mortars and artillery . There 
were bodies and parts of bodies all 
around. Many of die young marines 
were from small quiet souUiem towns 
like Brwl. Iliey w^t to church on 
Sunday and heard the preacher talk 
about hell. Now they ki»w what he 
was talking about. They were in hell 
and diat hell was Peleliu.

hikes taxes, 
has shortfall

By the time City Council ap- 
proved the 1993-94 Operating 
Budget, the S.2-cent real estate tax 
decrease promised in the manager's 
proposed budget had dwindled to .7 
of one cent, for a tax rate effective 
July 1 of $1.14 cents on every 
SlOO valuation 

The current rale is $1,096, but 
this had been scheduled to go up to 
$1,147 on July 1 to cover the cost 
of a school bond referendum. 

Along with the increase in the 
tax rate, however, was the elimina- 
tion of the residential solid waste 
fee, proposed by City Manager 
James K. Spore, which accounts for 
3.4 cents of the tax rate. But even 
as council eliminated die fee they 
said that the fee was something 
whose time had come, if not this 
year, the next year or the year after. 

After weeks of public hearings, 
listening to what the public wanted, 
and after numerous work sessions, 
and after praise for how the city 
manager had come up with a budget 
that not only promised no increase 
in the real estate tax, but actually a 
decrease, council adopted a 
$714,254,710 budget - the city 
manager's budget called for a fiscal 
year expenditure of $710,836,003 - 
in which there is something for ev- 
erybody. 

Voting against the budget, which 
was submitted by Vice Mayor 
William D. Sessoms Jr., were 
councilmembers John D. Moss, 
Robert K. Dean and James W. 
Brazil Jr. 



Moss, who had submitted his 
own budget, said, "The budget we 
got [fiom Spore] was the budget we 
asked for. We're m)t sticking by 
our guns." 

Before the budget process began, 
the city staff anticipated a $12 mil- 
lion shortfall. Improved revenues 
changed that situation. But now, 
said Moss, the council has been 
told by the manager that the city 
will have a minimum of a $23 mil- 
lion shortfall next year. "I can't 
imagine the white papers and the 
decisions we will face." 

During the budget 

process council and staff sub- 
mitted cost-cutting ideas compiled 
in what came to be known as the 
"white papers." 

Both the Moss budget and one 
submiued by councilmember Nancy 
Parker called for expenditures of 
$711,199,762. Both were defeated 
by 8-3 votes with Parker, Moss and 
Dean voting in favor. 

Moss' proposal also would have 
eliminated the solid waste fee and 
the parking fee for parking at the 
Civic Center. He would have re- 
stored .8 of one percent of the tax 
rate, rather than 4.4 cents. The dif- 
ference between his budget and the 
adopted budget. Moss said, is that 
his addressed facilities and the 
adopted budget addressess people. 
Moss would have used the $1.S 
million in new revenues to pay the 
increase in the Southeastern Public 
Service Authority (SPSA) tipping 
fees and placed the balance, $1.2

Child abuse is unquestionably a heinous and atro- 
cious crime. There is an equally devastating crime 
that is becoming common in our society; this crime 
is bringing false allegations of sexual abuse. 

False allegations of sexual abuse are seen in child 
custody disputes, cases of revenge, and many, many 
more other situations. By making these allegations of 
sexual abuse, a person, or the guardian of a child, can 
wreak vengeance and destroy a person's life. When al- 
legations are made, an entire chain of events are set in 
motion: desuuctive ability and incomprehensible 
power; police wiUi arrest warrants and handcuffs; 
Social Services with unyielding power; and many 
more unnerving people ami events. 

In Virginia, many problems may occur because of 
the way these situations are currently handled: 

O Before being convicted, or even brought to trial, 
the accused is placed on a national computer registiy, 
by Social Services, as an abuser. 

CD The power of the court is not used by the prose- 
cutors to seek truth or justice, but simply to get a 
conviction. 



G There is no investigation made of the accuser to 
determine credibility. 

Prosecutoi^ will attempt to block defense at- 
torneys from having access to information which 
might establish the accuser's credibility and/or psy- 
chiauic stability. 

G Social workers, frequently with little or no for- 
mal training or education in these types of situations, 
are used to validate these accusations. 

The false allegations alone are enough to break a 
person's ^irit and will to function. Many demoraliz- 
ing and damaging factors may occur witii longterm 
and far-reaching effects, that can never be measured or 
understood. Marriages, families, children, jobs and 
friendships may all suffer from and may be destroyed. 
Respect, dignity and self-esteem are taken from a per- 
son and replaced with a need to flght anxiety and a 
sense of hopelessness. This is not justice.

After months of fireworks over 
fundi ng priorities and anticipated rev- 
enue, all is quiet on the City Council 
budget front this week. Despite alle- 
gations of secret, "back room" deals 
being cut be- 
tween city and 
school officials, 
our city's lead- 
ers have agreed 
that City Man- 
ager Spore's 
$7.3 million cut 
from the 

schools' budget 
was loo deep. 

Differences 
arose when dis- 
cussions fo- 
cused on the 
amount to be 
restored and 
whether the city 
manager could 

dictate how the 

School Board should spend its morKy . 
Acompromisebuc^tpackagcpre- 
senied by Vice Mayor Will Sessoms 
won out over the substitute budget 
package proposed by Councilman 
John Moss at ihe budget vole held by 
City Council last week. The Moss 
package, which was supported by 
Moss, RobeFi Dean and Nancy Parker 
would have given the School Board 
$800,000 less than the package put 
together by Sessoms. 

Voting to restore $2.3 million to 
Ihe School Board budget were John 
Baum, Linwood Branch, Robert 
Clybum, Louis Jones,Paul Lanteigne, 
Meyera Obemdorf, Nancy Parker, 
and Will Sessoms. Councilwoman 
Parker ended up voting for Sessoms' 
budget after Moss' substitute budget 
motion was rejected. Councilman Jim 
Brazier, Robert Dean and John Moss 
voted against Sessom 's budget pack- 
age. 

Originally, Sessoms' package con- 
tained a $1.5 million restoration of 
funds, but Councilman Jones sought 
another $800,000 for hospitalization 
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benefits for school employees. Jones 
was concerned that the city adminis- 
uaiion had not told school leaders 
about their intention to increase the 
hospitalization contribution for city 
workers. Earlier in the budget pro- 
cess. School Administration, in an 
effort to be as cost conscious as pos- 
sible, had rejected increasing the hos- 
pitalization contribution for next 
January. 

The efforts of Sessoms and Jones 
are noteworthy and are appreciated; 
however, the School Board's pro- 
posed budget should not have been 
cut at all by the city managa*. In fact, 
the proposed School Board budget 
does not begin to address the real 
needs of our schools. 

One statement made by Dean 
Block, who crunches numbers for the 
city manager, greatly distresses 
VBEA and some School Board mem- 
bers. During one of the work ses- 
sions. Block commented that if the 
School Board had accepted the rev- 
enue-sharing funding formula 
hatched by Spore and him, the schools 
would have received more money in 
next year's budget If Block was tell- 
ing the truth, are the students and 
teachers being punished because the 
School Board wouldn't succumb to a 
dubious funding formula? 

Ourcity has reached the point in its 
history where we must pause from 
our pattern of furious growth and 
reexamine our long-range priorities. 
Truly an excellent school system en- 
hances the quality of life for all Vir- 
ginia Beach citizens. Now is the time 
to view school funding as an invest- 
ment in the future.

Families have learned how to 
plan, purchase, prepare and preserve 
food on a tight budget As we take a 
closer look at two of the families 
enrolled, we Hnd great success for 
the total families. 

Sharon is a single mother of four 
children. The EFNEP program gave 
Sharon skills in budget-planned 
menus. Effective planning allows 
her to shop once a month, thus saving 
$75 each mondi on her food bill. 

Another success story is Terri. 
When Terri started the EFNEP i»o- 
gram she had poor food skills and 
low self-esteem . After a few months 
in the program and consistent use of 
a shopping list. Tern's changed 
spending habits allows her to have 
extra food at end of the month. Terri 
now carefully plans meals with an 



eye to nutrition. Tern's success at 
home has also givoi her the confi- 
dence to continue her educaticm. She 
now has a ccmiputer degree, graduat- 
ing with 4.0 avnage.

Current site is to be sold 
for financing new operation

A new and larger Fanner's Mailcet on a new site has been proposed 
by a task force established last year to study the future direction of the 
Farmer's Market 

The initial recommendation is to move the market to a 20-acre site in 
Princess Anne Park, which is located wi the opposite si(te of Princess 
Anne Road from the market. 

The present site, accoiding to the report, is too small to allow any 



expansion by the merchants already located there and to accommodate 
complementary entoiainment and otho' activities. 

Louis CuUipher. chairman of the task force and director of the 
Depanmem. of AgrteoltiBc, pnsoitii^ the rqx>rt, said that a new facil- 
ity will allow farmers the resources to sell products, namely, shade 
(truck sheds), water and electricity. 

The concept presented in the report also envisions an agricultural mu- 
seum and an agriculture village to preserve the agricultural heritage of 
the city. 

The museum and village is expected to draw tourists. However, 
Virginia Beach Borough Councilmember Linwood O. Branch suggested 
that some thought be given to establishing a satellite farmer's market 
right at the resort. 

No cost estimates were presented in the report and no 
specific site within the ^ik has been selected. A large soccer complex 



also is being located on undeveloped portions of the park. 

CuUipher said that financing for the new operation could come from 
the sale of the property, u Princess ^nne and Landtown RQais,,wtere 
the market is now located, Councilmember John D. Moss marlcSi; " 
"Suppose we find out the property is not that valuable?" Also, he said 
the market might conflict with the need for recreation. 

Councilmember Robert K. Dean asked, rhettsically, why the city was 
trying to preserve agriculture and at the same time makes decisions that 
affect agriculture neptively. 

Farmers sold their wares at the Norfolk City Market until 1956 when 
the market site was replaced by J.C. Penney. 

"During the next eight years the farmer merchants were shifted around 
at various locations until the Virginia Truck Experiment Station offered 
a site on Uie west side of Diamond Springs Road. That market was 
open for 12 years. The Landstown Market was opened on April 5 19/6 
at a cost of $543,990.

White grubs injure and can even 
ill turfgrass by feeding on tender 
root systems. What's more, grubs 
sometimes attract insect-eating 
birds, moles, skunks and other an- 
imals that cause further damage to 
grass as they did through your lawn 
searching for a snack. 

To see if th^e cream -colored, C- 
shaped larvae are present, simply 
pull back a section of grass in the 
affected area 

Because grubs are protected by a 
layer of soil, treatment can be 
tricky. However, control is possible 
with inxcticides. 

Tlicy arc is most effective when 
applied during late summer or fall. 
If soil is especially dry or cold, wa- 
ta the area to be treated a day or 
two before application. The mois- 
ture causes grubs to move closer to 
tfie surface. 

Minimize grub damage by keep- 
ing yotff lawn watered and fertilize.

on genetic disease 
that kills infants

Seventh- and eight-gnute students 
from the Special Projects for the 
Gifted class at Kempsville Middle 
School have recently been studying 
the genetic disease MCAD 
(Medium Chain Acyl CoA 
Dehydrogenase Deficiency). 

MCAD is a genetic disorder in 
which an enzyme is either missing 
or docs not work correctly. With 
this enzyme missing, MCAD pa- 
tients can not break down fats to 
make life-sustaining energy. 
MCAD comes on suddenly and 25 
percent of MCAD babies die with 
their first episode. 

MCAD is often misdiagnosed as 
Sudden Infant Death Syndrome, or 
SIDS and Reye's Syndrome. Out of 
the 7,000 babies that died last year 
from SIDS, researchers say one to 
three percent of those deaths are ac- 
tudly due to MCAD. 

Under the direction of teacher 
Carolyn Stamm, the students arc 
working to promote public aware- 
ness of MCAD and the expansion 
of state infant screening to include 
testing for MCAD. Their team 
name is Team A.l.M. (Against 
Infant Mortality). They initiated a 
state resolution from the Virginia 
General Assembly which recently 
passed unanimously from the 
House and Senate. 

The resolution, HJR #657, re- 
quests that the State Department of 
Health study the expansion of cur- 
rent required screening tests for in- 
fants to include testing for certain 
metabolic and other disorders, in- 
cluding MCAD. The study shall in- 
clude an examination of mass spec- 1 
trometry technology and its poten- 
tial effect of the reduction of death, 
disease and disability. The resolu- 



tion has been endorsed by the 
Junior League and the State Health 
Department 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf pro- 
claimed an "MCAD Awareness 
Day" in a special ceremony on Feb. 
2. Eight-graders Wendy Williams 
and Michelle Picciont spoke at the 
City Council meeting and urged the 
City Council to pass a resolution 
supporting HJR #657 and the stu- 
dents' work at the General 
Assembly. 

Team A.I.M. students have writ- 
ten letters to delegates of the State 
Health, Welfare and Institutions 
Committee, and they designed fly- 
ers to give out at pediaU'icians' of- 
fices. They have made presentations 
to Slate Delegate Leo C. Wardup, 
Jr., and State Senator Clarence 
Holland (patrons of the resolution), 
the State Maternal and Child Health 
Directors and the YWCA lecture se- 
ries. Team A.l.M. spoke to the 
State Genetics Advisory Board and 
recently held a seminar about 
MCAD for the Genetics and 
Pediatric Residents of Georgetown 
University Hospital in Washington, 
D.C. 

The resolution is Team A.l.M. 's 
first step to changing the current 
mandatory infant screening tests in 
Virginia. MCAD is more deadly 
than some of the disorders currently 
tested for in this screening program. 
If infants aren't tested for MCAD, 
they could become part of these 
preventable statistics. 
Approximately 500 new cases of 
MCAD arc expected to occur in the 
U.S. each year. 

The students feel it is a horrible 
waste of human life to allow these 
infants to continue to die in our 
midst when the technology for sav- 
ing them is so near.

Crawlers, fliers 
will move in 
if you feed 'em

In urban areas such as Virginia 
Beach, many property owiters enjoy 
seeing certain species of wildlife 
from their homes. Installing bird 
feeders is a time-honored approach 
to attracting soi^birds. 

Besides bird feeders, homeowners 
can use landscaping to enhance 
wildlife habitat in the same way 
natural resource managers would. 
To supplement beneficial trees and 
shrubs, the Virginia Department of 
Forestry now offers a wildlife gar- 
den seed package iat folks wanting 
to attract songbirds, butterflies and 
small furry friends. This seed pack- 
age is suitable for a lO'-by-lO' area, 
or 100 square-feet. 

Buckwheat comprises about 25 
percent of the seed mix. It grows 
two to four feet tall and has pink 
and red btessoms and requires well 
drained soil, but can tolerate infer- 
tile acid soil. Honeybee, buuerflies, 
white-crowned qiarrow, and mourn- 
ing doves would visit a patch with 
Buckwheat 



Korean Lespedeza (23 pcrcCTt) is 
an annual whose seed quail and 
other birds enjoy. It iHt>vidu good 
cover for animals hiding from 
{H'edators like domestic house cats. 
This Lespedeza needs well drained 
soils. 

German or Golden Millet (22 
percent) provides mostly covo- and 



reaches three to four feet in height. 
Its seed can attract sparrows, 
mourning doves, and iHOwn-headed 
cowbirds. 

Rape is five percent of the seed 
package and is the source of our 
Canola Oil. The seed-oil is an en- 
ergy source for white-crowned spar- 
rows. This annual resembles kale 
and has large, dark green leaves and 
brilliant yellow flowers for honey- 
bees and butterflies. Rape will grow 
in well drained or partially drained 
soils. 

Grain sorghum or milo resembles 
com, and its leaves have a heavy 
waxy coating. Its mature height is 
three to five feet The percentage of 
the mix is 25 percent Sparrows and 
mourning doves can feed on milo 
which tolerates well to poorly 
drained soils. 

Dwarf sunflower is only a very 
small part of the mixture, but it at- 
tracts the greatest variety of birds: 
cardinals, chickadees, grosbeaks, 
grackles, finches, sparrows, tufted 
titmice, and mourning doves. This 
sunflower is the black-oil types and 
requites well drained soils. 

Odier plants can supplement this 
wildlife seed mix. Siting oa\s from 
a feed store provide good summer 
feeding fw birds. Many trees that 
are wildlife friendly are available 
from the Etqnrtment of Fcwcstry.

Title VIII of Ihc OldCT Americans 
Act Amendments of 1992 includes 
the following statement: "Not later 
than December 31. 1994, the presi- 
dent shall convene the White House 
Conference on Aging." 

Senator David Pryor of Arkansas. 
Chairman of the Senate Aging 
Committee, and Representative 
William Hughes of New Jersey, 
Chairman of the House Aging 
Committee, sent a letter to 
President Clinton urging the 
Administration to convene the con- 
ference as the law indicates. They 
cited the importance of such a con- 
ference in helping the elderly deal 
with many problems in their daily 
lives. 

Quoting from the letter itself, the 
writers pointed out some of these 
problems ranging from 
"...inadequacies in the current health 
care system, and the lack of long- 
term care, the unavailability of el- 
derly housing, the increasing insta- 
bility of this nation's pension sys- 
tems, breakdowns and inequities in 
the Social Security system and its 
future financial integrity, and the 
continuing plight of the almost six 
million Americans living in 
poverty or near poverty." 

A note: Such a conference would 
be especially helpful for those who 
fear the increasing threat to pare 
down Medicare and Medicaid bene- 



fits to help reduce the deficit 

Most mental and functional de- 
cline in older people is not caused 
by Alzheimer's disease, by by se- 
nile dementia.

Have a designated yard-sale carton, 
and save items in it throughout the 
year. If your quantity seems lean, 
once again buddy up with a friend 
to combine items. 

O If you learn that a neighbor is 
planning a yard sale, hold yours on 
the same weekend so you will 
enhance e^h other's business rather 
than promote competition. 

G Use keen marketing strategies 
and appealing displays: Group 
similar items together, arrange 
goods neatly, hang up or lay out 
clothing by size to make the 
selection process easy, and place 
your larger, more atuactive items 
near the side of the road so people 
can readily see them when they 
drive by. 

O Prices should reflect your 
eagerness to part with the goods on 
sale. Generally, sell things for 
between 10 percent to 50 percent of 
the price for a comparable new 
item. Things that you want to sell 
the most should be priced even 
lower. 

O Be a smart negotiator: Hold 
firm if you think an item is 
inexpensive enough. Rather then 
lower prices early, encourage 
bargain huntei^ to return later in the 
day. Do not agree to hold anything 
for anyone unless they agree to pay 
first - even the''most sincere- 
looking person may not return. 

O After the yard sale, put all 
remaining merchandi.se back in your 
yard-sale box for next time.

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George Jones is the classic country singer 



George Jones is more than a 
classic country singer. He is the 
classic country sing»' - a product 
of honky tonks and heartaches, 
hard living and hard loving. 

He has been acclaimed world- 
wide for the last 30 years as the 
greatest country singer alive. His 
multi-award-winning performance 
of "He Stopped Loving Her 
Today" was voted by the readers 
of Country America magazine as 
the number country song of all 
time and the same honor was be- 
stowed on him by European 
country fans. Formal recognition 
of his greatness came in October 
1992, when he was inducted into 
the Country Music Hall of Fame. 

Jones is the only living legend 
in country music whose soid-out 
concert dates are filled with thou- 
sands of young people, who still 
consider George Jones hip and 
cool. Entertainment Weekly has 
inducted him into the Cool Hall 
of Fame, where he joins such 
figures as Aretha Franklin, Keith 
Richards. Bonnie Raitl. Paul 
Newman and Ella Fitzgerald. 

Jones is revered and admired by 
today's hottest young country 
artists. Among those who arc 
quick to point to 'the cool one' 
as a major influence on their ca- 
reers and music are Mark 
Chesnult, Marty Stuart, Vince 
Gill, Alan Jackson, Garth 
Brooks, Travis Tritt and Billy 
Ray Cyrus. 

His presence in the 

music of other artists is an 
undeniable testament to his status 
as the definition of country mu- 
sic. His recent guest vocals in- 
clude Tritt's "Lord Have Mercy 
On The Working Man" and 
Chesnutt's "Talking to Hank." 
His name is used to signify coun- 
try music in Alan Jackson's 
"Don't Rock The Jukebox." and 
he makes a special appearance in 
Jackson's video. He is mentioned 
in Doug Stone's "Warning 
Labels," and he is the inspiration 
for Jim Lauderdale's "The King 
of Broken Hearts," which was 
also recorded for George Strait's 
"Pure Country" soundtrack. 

Jones* new MCA album. 
"Walls Can Fall," captures the 
very essence of his artisuy. 
Working with producer Emory 
Gordy, Jr., Jones recaptured a 
feeling that he hasn't felt in the 
last few years. "I had been record- 
ing things where 1 didn't bear , 
down and put it out the old hard- 
core way," he explains. "I didn't 
do myself like George Jones 
would have dcme. That's one rea- 
son I lilK Emory Gordy, Jr. I 
went in and got braced and all set 
to tell him how I wanted to be, 
recorded, and I didn't have to say 
a word. From the word go, he 
knew that I was country and I 
love country music and I wanted 
to stay that way." 

"Walls Can Fall" has a time- 



less quality. The instrumental 
tracks are simple and solid, with 
plenty of steel guitar. The back- 
ground vocals, many of the sung 
by Vince Gill and Patty 
Loveless, have a stark, penetrat- 
ing sound. Most of the songs are 
new, bat the settings are those of 
traditional country music - bro- 
ken love affairs and lonely bar- 
rooms, settings that are all too 
real to many country fans. 

"It's the music I used to 
record," Jones said. "I got away 
from it for quite a while and I 
found out that a lot of people 
still love to hear that type of 
song. People go in a bar and or- 
der up a beer and put a half a 
buck in the jukebox and they like 
to play that type of song." 

Jones is not living 
that life anymore, but he still 
enjoys singing about it. "One of 
the main reasons I got away from 
that lifestyle is because I don't 
drink anymore, and I hardly ever 
go into barrooms," he said. "But 
when I'm recording one of those 
songs now I joke and laugh about 
how the days used to be. Just be- 
cause I quit drinking, I realize ev- 
erybody else hasn't" 

"Walls Can Fall" is high- 
lighted by the first single, "I 
Don't Need Your Rockin' Chair." 
At the end of the song, in a irib- 
ute to Jones' longevity, his vo- 
cals are answered by some of the 
biggest new stars of country mu- 
sic, including Alan Jackson, 
Travis Tritt, Mark Chesnutt, Joe 
Diffie, Patty Loveless, Vince 
Gill, Clint Black, Pam Tillis, 
Garth Brooks and T. Graham 
Brown. The stars came willingly, 
Jones said. "It only took one 
phone call. And T. Graham 
Brown threatened to cut his ear 
off if he didn't get on the record." 
For the video of "I Don't Need 
Your Rockin' Chair," Jones 
wanted to feature a fellow veteran 
who isn't ready for the rockin' 
chair, so in addition to all the 
young sms, he is joined by fw- 
mer heavyweight boxing cham- 
pion George Foreman, who is 
still a contender at the age of 42. 

Jones backs up the claim of "I 
Don't Need Your Rockin' Chair" 
with a collection of emotional 
performances. In "Walls Can 
Fall," he expresses his faith in 
the powar of love to conquer all. 
In "What Am I Doin* Here" and 
"You Must Have Walked Across 
My Mind Again." te sings of 
love so sDong that it C(Hitinues 
to effect a man's life long aita 
the relation^ip is ^xie. Tluough 
the course of the album Jiis mood, 
swings from the self-pitying 
lament of "Wrong's What I Do 
Best" to the thoughtful introspec- 
tion of "There's The Door" to the 
pragmatic humor of "Drive Me 
To Drink." 

He revives the sen- 




timent of many country 
songs of the 1960s with "Don't 
Send Me No Angels." written by 
one of the best songwriters of the 
1960s, Wayne Kemp. He makes 
Merle Hag^rd's barnxxn standard 
"The Bottle Let Me Down" sound 
like his own song. AikI he gives 
new life to the underground 
weekend anthem "Findly Friday" 
widi a kicking tempo mid a cajun 
fKkUe. 

The performances are classic 
George Jones, with the reckless 
emotion that erupts from out of 
nowhere. One moment, he is in 
control, hitting a note square on 
the head and holding it without a 
trace of a quiver. Then, in the 
same breath, his voices goes off 
on its own. twisting and wring- 
ing every last drop of emotion 
out of each word. 

To many country fans, the 
sound of George Jones is the 
heart and soul of country music, 
and as Jones explains, it really 
docs come from the heart. "My 
favorites when 1 was growing up 
were Roy Acuff. and then Hank 
Williams and Lefty Frizzell. I got 
a lot of my phrasing from Lefty.

You know, you make a five-syl- 
lable word out of a one-syllable 
word. Then you add a little bit 
from Roy Acuff and a little bit 
from Hank Williams. I don't 
have their voice, but 1 sing with 
my voice and their phrasing, and 
I thank those three people every 
day." 

George Glenn Jones was born 
and raised in the Big Thicket area 
of east Texas. He made his first 
recordings in Beaumont on the 
Starday label in 1953, a year after 
his discharge from the U.S. 
Marines. His first big hit came in 
1955 with "Why, Baby. Why." 

In 1957 he moved to Mercury, 
where he experimented with rock- 
abilly under the name Thumper 
Jones and had a smash hit in 
1959 with "White Lighienin'." In 
1962, he began a stint on United 
Artists that included the classic 
single "She Thinks 1 Still Caie" 
and "The Race h On" in 1964, 
He moved to Musicor in 1965 
where his hits included "Take 
Me" in 1966 and "A Good Year 
for the Roses" in 1970. He 
moved again to Epic in 1971 to 
begin a 20-year association with 



producer Billy Sherrill. 
Jones' hits only tell 

part of the story. He was the 
Country Music Association's 
best male vocalist in 1962 and 
1963, back when the awards were 
still voted on by ojuntry deejays. 
Nearly two deoides later he was 
still accepting awards, for male 
vocalist of the year and single of 
the year (for "He Stopped Loving 
Her Today") in both 1980 and 
1981. In addition to his solo 
work. "The Cool One" set the 
standard for duets in country mu- 
sic, with partners ranging from 
pop star Gene ntney and the '60s 
to new wave rocker Elvis 
Costello in the '70s to fellow 
country supeiSar Merle Haggard 
in the 'Sfk, ai^, of course, 10 al- 
bums mid mne than a dozen hit 
singles with Tammy Wynetie. In 
1986 he won the CMA's Video 
of the Year tmatd with "Who's 
Gonna FaiTTieir Shoes." 

Jones' life has often been 
likened to a ajimtry song, and he 
is in the e^ly stipes of putting it

light. 

Although country music has 
been Ricky Van Slielion's well- 
rewarded full time job. he is not 
one to sit back and rest on past 
iK:hievements. He has recently 
IMOven his literary taloit with the 
release of 'Tales From A OiK:k 
Named Quacto," the first stcxy 
in a series of children's books 
that will focus on valu^le monl 
lessmis through Quack» and his 
friends. 

"Tales From a Duck 

Named Quacker" has been a labor 
of love for Shelton and is a 
charming aory thM teach^ chil- 
dren the joy cNf exptonMion, con- 
sid^nttion and acceptance of one 
muxher. 



But in case Shelton's fans 
thinks he's given up the music 
business for the literary world, 
they need not worry. Shelton's 
reconted legacy/consisting of 1 1 
number one hits, has b^n com- 
bined into his latest Columbia re- 
lease. Greatest Hits Plus. 

"It's kind of overwhelming to 
think that I've had enough hits to 
make a greatest hits album," he 
observes with genuine awe. "I 
never set out to make hits, I just 
record songs that I believe in." 

When Shelton hears a song for 
the first time, he doesn't critique 

it as a musician or performer. 
"The times I didn't and tried to 
talk myself into a song, I ended 
up with the same bad feeling at 
the end that I had at the very be- 
ginning. I don't try to qualify it. 
If it feels right, greaL If I have to 
think about it, forget it," he said. 

the collection on his Greatest 
Hits Plus proves Shelton's in- 
stinctive perception from the 
rockin'/forthright "I Am A 
Simple Man," the plaintive "Life 
Turned Her That Way," the heart- 
tugging and poignant "Keep It 
Between The Lines," the searing 
"Somebody Lied," to the testa- 
ment to fidelity in "Rockin' 
Years," his award-winning duet 
with Dolly Parton. 

If the collection is harvested 
from familiar ground, there are 
three brand new soon-to-be clas- 
sic Ricky Van Shelton numbers 
including "Wild Man," a song 
about the untamed side in each of 
us, "Just As I Am," a wonderful 
ballad as only Shelton can sing 
them, and "Wear My Rind 
Around Your Neck," the first re- 
lease from the number one smash 
summer movie "Honeymoon in 
Vegas," starring Nicholas Cage 
and James Caan. 

Shelton's baritone did Elvis' 
origind rockabiUy proud and in 
the words of one reviewer . .

The story of Ricky 

Van Shelton's beginnings are 
well-known. He grew up in 
southern Virginia listening to 
TIk Beatkis and Rolling Stones, 
with not much interest in country 
music mill his brother, die com- 
try music fin, bribed him with 
die f^a of driving his lUrlane 
289 10 get Shetlon to sing and 
play gnitar in his country band.

"WUd-Eyed Dream." his fust 
idbum, '$veM to nwnber one and 
led tt) ui across-the-board swe^ 
of newcomer awards: The 
Academy of Country Music's 
Top New Male Vocalist; The 
Neville Network's View^s' 
Choice Favorite Newcom^. the 
Music City News Star of 
Tomorrow; and the Country 
Music Association's prestigious 
Horizon Award. The album 
spawned five hits, including diree 
straight number ones and went 
platinum. Even though country

music's popularity has been on 
the u|Kwing, platinum is still a 
rare commodity. And, a platinum 
debut is a phenomenon. 

"Lovmg Proof," the follow-up, 
continued the tradition of impec- 
cable song selection and heartfelt 
vocals. It went platinum, 
spawned three more number one 
singles and led to an amazing 
eight awards, including the cov- 
eted CMA male vocalist of the 
year. 

That year, Ricky Van Shelton 
Sings Christmas showed another 
side of the versatile singer and 
earned widespread critkai acclaim. 

In 1990, RVSin went gold 
within a month (^ hits release 
and produced four top five hits - 
"Statue Of A Fool" and "I've 
Cried My Last Tear For You." 
both of which hit number one 
and "I Meant Every Word He 
Said" and "Life's Little Ui» and 
Downs."

from his life - the fulfillment of a 
childhood dream to be a respected 
musical entertainer.

me to achieve a successful medi- 
cal practice to the development of 
my music career. People have 
asked me why I would walk away 
from a thriving medical practice. 
But nothing in life is secure. 
Facing life and death situations 
with my patients throughout the 
years taught me that it can all end 
tomorrow. I think individuals 
should pursue what makes them 
happy. At this slate of my life, 
making music and entertaining 
people are what me me happy. 
It's my joy," said Francis. 

It's not easy to walk away 
from a 14 year career. But Cleve 
has never backed away from up- 
hill challenges. He was the eldest 
child of six bom to a Louisiana 
janitor.

Once I made the decision 
to devote all my time to that ef- 
fort several months ago, I started 
reassigning my patients to other 
physicians so that I could take 
this step at making music my 
full time goal," said Cleve.

Sidney Loxley plans to keep license

The Board of Medicine of the 
Virginia Department of Health Pro- 
, fessions is the policing body for li- 
censed practitioners in the Com- 
monwealth of Virginia. 

Physicians belong to just one of 
50 types of [K'ofessions and occupa- 
tions the board oversees "to main- 
tain acceptable standards of profes- 
sional practice" and which "takes 
disciplinary action when licensed 



providers do not practice in accor- 
dance with those standards." 

Chesapeake orthopaedic surgeon 
Sidney S. Loxley is one of at least 
56 physicians in South Hampton 
Roads who is facing or has faced 
the disciplinary action of the board 
during the past eight years. This, 
according to information received 
from the Department of Public In- 
formation of the Board of Medicine. 

Among the allegations the board 
is investigating in the Loxley case 



are violations of the physi- 
cian^tient relationship by engag- 
ing in a sexual relationship with a 
minor; inappropriate dispensing of 
a medical prescription; resuming 
the use of alcohol after having par- 
ticipated in an in-patient alcohol re- 
habilitatim treatment program; and, 
providing medical treatment outside 
his medical speciality. 

Loxley, 51, has denied all the al- 
legations against him except the 
charge of having a sexual relation- 
ship with a minor. That minor is 
now an adult and also his wife. 

"There's no argument to that 



chffl'ge. She was a minor when we 
first became involved. But we fell 
in love with each other and now 
we're married," Loxley explained. 
"It's no longer an issue." 

liSUe or not, the Board of 
Medicine is continuing its nearly 
year-long investigation of him. 

Bernard L. Henderson, Jr. is direc- 
tor of the Department of Health 
Professions. 

Unable to comment directly on 
the Loxley case because of its ac-

"The board fvst decides whether a 
violation of law or a medical regu- 
lation has occurred. That part is 
easy," Henderson said. 

Information on alleged violations 
are received by the board from 
sources including other physicians 
and the general pubUc. 

Once an initia^investigation has 
been made and sufficient evidence is 
presented to the board to document 
the allegation, then a conference, 
hearing or settlement is held or 
made. 

"If a physician did what he or she 



is accused of, then the board decides 
what action to take against that in- 
dividual," Hencferson said. 

The board can choose from one or 
more of the following sanctions 
which are legislated by the General 
Assembly: reprimand or censure; 
monetary penalty; probation with 
requirements for the licensee to 
complete within a specified time; 
limitations on the licensee's privi- 
lege to practice; suspension of the 
license either indefinitely or for a 
specific period of time; or revoca- 
tion of the license.

What's with the Base Qo^ire and Realignment Commissicm? 

You know^ them. They're the folks, along with some 
Pentagon brass, who, year-in and year-out, recommend the 
closure of military facilities throughout the country, all in the 
name of cost-effectiveness. 

Does this commission and its Pentagon partners exist to raise 
the collective blood pressure of the communities of Virginia 
Beach and Portsmouth - not to mention the whole of Hampton 
Roads? It would seem so. 

The commission has proposed closing Norfolk's Naval 
Aviation Depot. Now, it's trying to make a case for shutting 
down the Norfolk Naval Shipyard in Portsmouth and Virginia 
Beach's Oceana Naval Air Station. 

What classic examples of the Peter Principle. 

That's the oft-proven theory that those in authority have risen 
to the level of their incompetence. The commission members 
seem to have the principle worked to perfection. 

The depot supporters have been vocal with a resounding "no, 
no, not us" from local politicos and employees to save it from 
closure. Now Virginia Beach and Portsmouth are joining the 
organized fray, adding, "you've got to be kidding. Not the 
shipyard ... not Oceana!" 

The commission seems to have gone beyond the ridiculous in 
its considerations and borders on entering a depleted ozone 
zone.

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Speaker Moss disputes Virginian-Pilot's coverage 



Editor, The Vir^nia Beach Sun: 

As speaker of the House of Delegates, I take strong 
exception to the misinformation in the press, includ- 
ing the Norfolk-based Virginian-Pilot, about the 
General Assembly's recent decision to autfiorize con- 
struction of a state of flee building in downtown 
Richmond as one project in a bond issue comprised of 
adult prisons, juvenile facilities and oth^ stnictures 
to be built at various locations in the 
Commonwealth. Among the several agencies that are 
scheduled to be housed in that office building is the 
state lottery department. 

The rhetoric that has emerged since that time sim- 
ply is not supported by the facts. Our action has been 
unfairly characterized as frivolous when in fact it 
makes good business sense. The General Assembly 
has an ongoing responsibility to conduct the 
Commonwealth's business jn a way that maximizes 
the return on taxes paid by Virginians. We cannot 
shrink from that responsibility on the chance that 
something will be politically unpopular. 

Our April 7 decision to approve construction of a 
state office building had everything to do with prudent 
business and nothing to do with frivolity. I hope the 
following facts will lay to rest the second-guessing of 
our motives and wisdom with regard to this matta. 

1. The state has owned property at 9th and Broad 
Streets in Richmond for some years. The parcels, 
which are within the master site plan for the Capitol 
complex, were acquired as they became available 
specifically for the purpose of development and to 
eliminate the blight in an area adjacent to the Ci^itol. 

2. The state has numerous agoicies which are lo- 
cated in private rental space that is subject to escala- 
6oa and cancellation clauses. 

3. The lottery department is only one ot seven state 
agencies that will occupy this building. The com- 
bined rent paid by these agencies now ajq^roximates 



$2.0 millimi per year. 

4. The state can construct and operate a state office 
building on its owir property to accommodate these 
agencies at a cost of $2.2 million per year, which is 
just slightly more than what the agencies are paying 
to rent space. By doing so, we can avoid lease escala- 
tion clauses in private ^ace that very quickly will 
ov^shadow the cost of ownerahq). 

5. In today's dollars, the state can save up to $13.0 
million during the 20-year period that bonds will be 
retired on the state office building. We will then own 
a building which will have substantial remaining use- 
ful life and related asset value. The alternative to 
ownoship is a handfiil of rent receipts. 

6. Other options, like buying an existing building, 
i.e., the Farm Bureau Building, were considered and 
ruled out because they did not meet our total space 
needs, or were outside the master site plan. The Farm 
Bureau Building, for example, would have cost as 
much or mc^e on a square foot basis when renovation 
was considered, had potential hidden costs like the 
presence of asbestos, and would have resulted in a far 
less efficient building. 

7. The bond market and construction climate are 
more favorable now than they have been in years. 
Since the state's plan has always been to construct an 
office building on its property at 9th and Broad 
Streets, now is the right time to proceed. 

When all of the facts are considered, I believe the 
General Assembly made a prudent decision to invest 
in a new state office building. It is this prudent ap- 
proach to conducting the people's business that led 
Financial World magazine to designate Virginia the 
best manned state fxH^ the second consecutive year.

"KIDSHOW" (Kids Safety House 
On Wheels) was conceptualized in 
1990. It was then that a team of our 
tat department members assembled, 
and through a tremendous amount of 
cooperation, volunteered time and a 
bit of luck, were finally able to pull 
the project together. 

Financial backing and material 
donations came slowly at first - the 
entire project was estimated to cost 
over $14,000. Then, in 1992, came a 
windfall. Our local Junior Woman's 
Club was convinced to support the 
remainder of the project. 

KIDSHOW has not yet made its 
maiden voyage, however. The 
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completion date for this innovative, 
hancb-on teaching tool is August of 
this year.

KIDSHOW is actually a 35-inch 
miniature version of a two^story 
home. Features include an iq)stairs 
bednx}m - widi tempoature simulat- 
ing door, stairway, kitchen, patch, 
escape UAdec and a smoke alarm and 
911 system. For added realism, the 
house is equipped with an artificial 
smdce machine, strobe lights and a 
soundeffects system that safely simu- 
late fire conditions. 

PresenUy.the trailer is being housed 
at ourStumpy Lake Fire Station I9at 
Lynnhaven and Pleasant Valley 
Roads. Mva the chassis was built by 
the "trailCT" committee, undCT the 
supervision of Captain Joey 
Weinbrecht of the Fire Marshal's 
Office, it was tran^rted to Station 
19 to be completol by supression 
personnel . . . skillfully guided by 
Captain Billy Smith. 

Now, through a combined team 
effort of gaining funds, acquiring 
material donations and lots of hard 
woric, KIDSHOW is a reality. 

The fire department plans to intro- 
duce KIDSHOW during Fire Pre- 
vention Week of this year (October 3 
through 9). I, fw one, can't wait to 
see the outcome of this combined 
community effort. 

Isn't it rewarding to see what we 
can accomplish when we work to- 
getho'.

A plan to decrease crime and calls 
for service in the city's oldest busi- 
ness park has earned Officers Glenn 
Michaels and Alan Carila the 
Virginia Beach Police Department's 
Third Police Precinct Citizens' 
'Advisory Committee's Officer of 
the Quarter Award for the period 
February through April 1993. 

TTie award was presented recently 
at the Bayside High School Library. 

In 1992. 1.000 calls 
to the police depart- 
ment were received. 
So far, in 1993. only 
two have been made. 

Triangle Business Park is 
bounded on the north by Virginia 
Beach Boulevard, on the south by 
the expressway, on the west by 
Witchduck Road and on the east by 
Horace Avenue. The area contains 
approximately 105 commercial 
businesses. 

This area alone was responsible 
for 1 .000 calls for service to the po- 
lice deparunent in 1992 - crimes 
ranging from arson to major theft 
and burglary. As of March 1993, 
calls for service to the area was 
two. 

Of particular interest to the 
Citizens' Advisory Committee is 
the police-citizen partnership fos- 
tered by these officers to combat 
crimes. The officers were instru- 
mental in reactivating a civic league 
in the business to educate business 
owners in crime prevention and se- 
curity of property and to remind 
members of the progress made by 
various city agencies involved in 
the park's clean-up.

Medical board 
takes hard look 
at many cases

The 1)oatd also has the option of 
doing nothing. 

Henderscm said that violations of 
the physician/patient relaticmship 
should be dealt with fairly, but di- 
rectly. 

"Sex with a patient is never, ever 
propo'. Never ever. It's a question 
of ethics. Stealing is an ethical is- 
sue. Murder is an ethical issue. If 
there's a violation of the physi- 
cian^atioit relationship, than that's 
enough to get my motor running," 
Hmdosonsaid 

Lozley has contended 

that the board has created an issue 
by asserting that his actions were 
an ethical violation of the physi- 
cian^tient relationship. 

Dr. Thomas Peleigrino, a profes- 
sor of Neurology at Eastern Vir- 
ginia Medical School and a noted 
medical ethicist, explained that in 
some sense ethics are a matter of 
private conscience. 

"Just because I think something 
is moral, 1 might assume everyone 
else must accept it," Pellegrino 
said. "However, that's flawed think- 
ing. Society does not have to tol- 
erate my behaviour if the tradition 
exists that my behaviours are to- 
tally unacceptable. Society has high 
expectations of (tectors. Peqde con- 
fide in doctors things they wouldn't 
tell their spouse or their clergyman. 
So their responsibility to society 
is of the utmost." 

According to flgures obtained 
from "Board Briefs," a publication 
of the Board of Medicine naming 
practitioners, their offense and any 
action taken against them, fewer 
than 60 physicians and psycholo- 
gists have t>een admonished by the 
board between April 1985 and April 
1993. 

Violations have included felony 
convictions, substance abuse, con- 
ducting a practice in a manner con- 
trary to sound clinical judgement, 
indiscriminate and excessive pre- 
scribing, and unprofessional con- 
duct 

Of those cases, 21 practitioners 
were placed on probation, three li- 
censes were revoked, six were sus- 
pended, seven received rqjrimands, 
one application for a license was 
denied and four voluntarily surren- 
dered their licenses. 

According to Hendoson there are 
no typical cases and penalties for 
the violators are decided by the 
\xmd ca%-by-case. 

Michael Stutts, Ph.D., a clinical 
psychologist and faculty member at 
Eastern Virginia Medical School, is 
also a member of the Board of 
Medicine. He's also saved on the 
informal committees which have 
been investigating Dr. Loxley. 

"Of course I can't comment 
specifically wi the Loxley case, but 
I can say we look at the circum- 
stances of each case . . . what is the 
person's history, any past viola- 
tions ... we also look at tiie per- 
son's attitude and demeanor when 
they appear befwe the board" Stutts 
said. 

„ He went on, "we also look for 
any signs of ronorse." 

Stutts said that the Code of Vir- 
ginia is very specific in addressing 
issues of unprofessional conduct 
such as the violations of the physi- 
cian/patient relationship. 

"Howevff , we arc v«y subjective 
in deciding what the penalty will be 
apinst the violator," he said. 

Former board member and retired 
general surgeon Charles N. Van 
Horn commented on the stress 
board monbers are under in judgii^ 
a fellow phyacian or jMychologisL 
"I have a lot of friends in the 
medical community, mid one of the 



most difficult things is to stand in 
judgement of one of your pe«s," he 

said. 

"However, what's right is right 
and what's wrong is wrong, i 
sometimes think the press gives an 
unstated impression that we protect 
our own. If anything, we're proba- 
bly harder on one another than non- 
physicians might be," Henderson 
said.

l^-cups chopped leeks, whites only 

1 teaspoon olive oil 

8-ounces (2 cups) Jarlsberg Lite cheese, shredded 

1 cup buttermilk 

1 tablespoon Dilijan Liquid Spice chili 

1 tablespoon liquid spice thyme 

1 tablespoon liquid spice dill 

1 tablespoon liquid spice gadic 

l-i-'Cups any style Kavli crisp bread crumbs 

1 tablespoon paprika 

6 whole chicken breast cutlets (about ^--pound each) 

Before chopping leeks, wash and drain thoroughly. Heat olive oil in 
skillet and saute leeks over high heat two minutes. Cover and steam 
over low heat eight to 10 minutes or until very soft. Add a little water 
if leeks begin to brown. Transfer to a bowl; add Jarlsberg cheese and 
buttennilk.

It is 3:30 in the aftonoon, and 9- 
year-old Mary L. and her 6-ycar-old 
sister, Joyce, have just arrived 
home from school. Mary uses the 
key dangling from a ribbon around 
her neck to open the front door. 
After calling her mother at work. 
she prepares a snack for hoself and 
Joyce, then begins her homework. 
There are three hours to fill before 
their mom gets home from ha* job. 

That scenario describes a typical 
aftemocm for millions of school-age 
children who are home alone while 
their parents work. 

Children also are left along by 
parents who are drug or alcohol 
abusers. And thoe are mothers and 
fathers who, because they lack par- 
enting skills, arc unaware of their 
children's needs and sometimes put 
their own needs ahead of their chil- 
dren's. All categories include fami- 
lies from across the economic spec- 
trum. 

Children should not be 

left alone. Affordable, accessible 
child care should be available in all 
communities, with provisions for 
24-hour care when necessary, week- 
end care for parents who woilc and 
emergency arrangements for chil- 
dren who are ill. The availability of 
adequate child care options should 
be of concern not only to child care 
operators but also the civic and re- 
ligious groups and businesses that 
make up communities. 

Most parents who leave their 
children alone do so for economic 
reasons. They simply must work to 
support their families and for them 
child care is either unavailable or 
unaffordable. But parents need' to 
know about the serious risks that 
exist when children are left alone - 
fires, drownings, choking or 
seizures, electrocution and falls re- 



sulting in broken bones or head in- 
juries. Because of the dangos inher- 
ent in leaving children alone, state 
laws dictate the ages at ^hich chil- 
dren can be left unsupovised by an 
adulL

Results of a study by Sherryll 
Kraizn- and others of children left 
alone were publish by the Child 
Welfare League in an article titled 
"Children in Self Care." Of those in 
the study, 42 percent ages 9 and un- 
der were reported to be left alone 
occasionally, if not regularly. They 
did not know how to correctly han- 
dle everyday occurrences such as 
opening jthe door for delivery of a 
package or giving out information 
about their parents' whereabouts 
over the phone. 

Beyond confusion about simple 
tasks, many children who are left 
alone must cope with loneliness, 
fear and even stress. 

So here is the bottom line: 
ChildrN) should be in the care of re- 
sponsible adults rather than alone 
and communities must ensure that 
there are adequate provisions to pro- 
tect those who are too young to 
care for tl»mselves.

O When your car indicates it has a problem, take it in and have 
it Rxed quickly. The longer you wait, the greater the potential for 
damage. 

One other point: Dont be afhdd to drive your car. Cars seem to 
deteriorate faster when they're sitting still than when they're being 
driven.
